One refuses to be Tried by Magistrate 
Because He is a Jew 

Paris, France,-—-Exciting incidents 
marked the trial of two Camelots du 
Roi, M. Charles Maurras, the well- 
known writer and nember of the staff 
of the principal royalist paper, and 
M. de.Coupigny. They were accused 
of assaulting several persons who re- 
‘fused to shout ‘Vive le Roi:’ The in- 
| cident took place at Versailles on De- 
cember 1. 

After a banquet about 400 Royal- 
ists, or Camelots du Roi, went to the 
| courtyard of the palace and made a 
demonstration in front of the statue 
of Louis XIV. According to the 
prosecution, a railway employe, who 
with his wife and friend, was about to 
inspect the palace, was surrounded by 
the demonstrators, and because he re- 
fused to shout ‘Vive le Roi!’ he was 
knocked down, and so badly burt that 
he could not work for a fortnight. 
; Two policemen who came to the res- 
cue also received kicks and blows and 
five soldiers and a sergeant had to 
fight with the rioters to prevent the 
disturbance from spreading.

Mrs. Joseph Linden Smith is the sec- 
retary and moving spirit in a bandful 
ef.
